A RUNAWAY TK.UN. 


A Western Train Sons Away While 


tbe Engineer and Fireman Fight. 


From theTopcka Commonwealth. 


Last Monday evening a passenger 


train on the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
Railroad came rattling up the valley be- 
tween Parsons and Emporia, with Dave 
Dunham at the throttle and Johnnie 
Haley at the furnace, just as it has every 
evening for the past six years. 


As engineer and fireman these boys 


have stood side by side on this run since 
the Spring of 1873, and have not only 
registered "on time," but have, by their 
strict attention to the rules of the road, 
gained the confidence of their employers 
and the friendship of many people liv- 
ing along the division of the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas. (They have been 
the best of friends—a kind of friend- 
ship that danger cements and makes 
stronger has held them together for 
years—and but for the altercation giv- 
ing rise to this item they might have 
filled their respective stations for a life- 
time, and their names never have ap- 
peared in the newspaper prints.) As the 
train pulled out from the low land on 
the Ncoslio and struck the prairie, the 
conductor noticed a sudden change in . 
speed, but, thinking the boys might bo 
"lifting" her a little to meet the grade, 
puid no attention to it. The grade was 
met and passed as though no grade was 
there, and then down the hill she started 
at a terrible rate. 
As she skimmed 


along the passengers began to show 
higns of nervousness as they saw farm 
houses rushing along as close together 
apparently as in a Kansas town, and the 
conductor, too, began to think all was 
not right at the "steam end." 
As the 


speed increased at every revolution of 
the wheels, cushions, lunch-baskets, 
bundles and babies flew around like mad, 
and now the thoroughly frightened 
passengers appealed to the conductor to 
stop the train. By this time he real- 
ized the danger himself, and knowing 
that a Sante Fc freight train had the 
•'right of way'' at the Emporia junction, 
and that it would be certain death to 
reach there ahead of time, he jerked the 
bell-rope as though a town were on fire. 
The bell sounded the alarm, but as no 
response came from the whistle, he real- 
ized lor the first time that ho was on a 
runaway train, five coaches from the en- 
gine. Whether it was the small amount 
of his life insurance policy, or the safe- 
ty of the passengers that urged him on, 
will remain an open question, but it is 
morally certain that he Was not many 
seconds in passing through the coaches, 
scaling the iron rail of the mail car, and 
landing on the coal pile near the loco- 
motive, which was writhing under the 
pressure of sixty-five pounds more of 
steam than was necessary for celerity, 
comfort or convenience. He saw as he 
struck the water tank and rolled down 
into the cab, the engine was going so 
fast that the telegraph poles along the 
nad looked like a picket fence. 
It took 


but a moment to put on the air-brakes, 
reverse the lever and slow her down, 
and find himself within 200 yarda of an 
open switch at the Santa Fe crossing, 
and that the run of eight miles had been 
made in less than eight minutes. When 
the train stopped the fireman jumped 
from the engine and ran down the track 
toward the city, and the engineer, aris- 
ing from the floor of the cab, explained 
that just as they neared the Neosho 
grade, Haley, the fireman, accused him 
of having reported something discredit- 
able to him to the division superintend- 
ent. This he stoutly denied, where- 
upon Haley assaulted him with a coal- 
pick, and a hand-to-hand souffle ensued. 
In the melee the throttle was thrown 
open, and going at the rate of a. mile a 
minute, they "fought it out on that 
line." 
On leaving the train Haley ran 


down to the Court House and had 
Sheriff Moon lock him np in a cell, fear- 
in" that he would be overtaken, he said, 
and killed by Dunham and his friends. 
Dunham was conveyed in a carriage to 
a physician and had his wounds dressed. 
His face, head and shoulders were ter- 
ribly cat and bruised, the cut in the 
back of the head by a pick being a very 
severe one. 


The conductor ran the train through 


to Junction City, leaving his engineer 
in the hands of a nurse and his fireman 
in the hands of a Sheriff.

of the Seiate, in his presence, by 


the Senator from Texas, "You may give 
11 ft blank sheet of paper, and let ns 
fill it up as we please, and then we will 
not live with you." Treason was ap- 
planded in the Senate galleries, talked 
on the streets, disooased in private cir- 
cles. There was treason in the Depart- 
ments, traitors in the White House, 
traitors in these galleries, traitors every- 
where. The flame of rebellion had been 
raised, the Union was already dissolved, 
the Rebel Government of Alabama was 
established. Upon what basis coall 
negotiations have been made or a peace 
convention called with tampant rebellion 
staring is in the face. It was no time 
to negotiate. 
The time for that had 


passed. We bad ottered everything in 
the way of negotiation and compromise, 
and ever proffer had bean indignantly 
refused. This was the situation when 
that letter was written. After Powell 
had made his assault upon him in the 
Senate Mr. Chandler instantly responded 
relating the facts as he now related 
them, and Mid he stood by the letter 
the* as he stood by it BOW.

Mr. Hill—The difference between ns 


was I was not in favor of shedding any- 
body's blood. 


Mr. Chandler—Nor I, except to 


punish treason and traitors. 


Continuing, Mr. Chandler said the 


Senator from Georgia was not the man 
to talk about other men saving their 
own blood. He took good care to pat 
his blood in Fort Lafayette, where it 
was out of the way of both Rebel and 
Union ballets. He [Chandler] then, 
as now, was ia favor of the Government 
of the United States, and abhorred the 
idea of State sovereignty over (National 
sovereignty, and was then, as now, pre- 
pared to shed blood to save the Govern- 
ment. But the Senator from Georgia 
was, as he testified before the committee, 
a Union secessionist He would like to 
know what that meant. He could not 
understand it. 
The Senator from 


Georgia thought the Sooth had the 
ri^kt to be solid, but a solid Nurth 
would destroy the Union.

WASHINGTON, D. C. May 10.—The 


military bill will be laid before the 
President to-day for bis action, and the 
feeling that it will be returned to the 
boose with a veto is becoming stronger 
every hour. Persons who a few days 
ago felt confident that the measure 
would receive the President's approval 
are now led to believe that they were 
mistaken, and that the President will 
be found acting in entire harmony with 
his party in both branches of congress. 


Democratic senators express much 


indignation in private at Senator Chand- 
ler's boM declaration, yesterday, that 
the Republicans believed that at least 
twelve Democratic senators held their 
seats by fraud and violence. The effect 
of this statement is likely to be whole- 
some, and causes the Democrats to 
hesitate about executing their scheme 
to oust Senator Kellogg 


The senate took up the legislative 


appropriation bill soon after meeting, 
and lost no haste in adopting an amend- 
ment restoring the salaries of the sen- 
ate .employes to the rate now fixed. 
There will be a long and interesting de- 
bate over the political sections of the 
bill repealing the election supervisor 
law, and it ia very doubtful whether 
the bill will be ready to go to the Pres- 
ident next week. After the bill is dis- 
posed of by the senate, the bill will go 
back to the house for concurrence in 
the senate amendments. 


Senator Anthony expresses the opin- 


ion that the President will veto the mil- 
itary bill. 


The reading ol the legislative bill in 


the senate was suspended to allow Sen- 
ator Hill, of Georgia, to take the floor 
and make an extended bitter political 
speech, in whieh he attempted to an- 
swer Senator Conkling's speech on the 
army bill, several weeks ago, and arraign 
that senator for the statement that elev- 
en southern states paid daring the last 
fiscal year only a small fraction of the 
revenues raised. 
He claimed that Mr. 


Conkling's purpose was to arouse na- 
tional antagonism, and to solidify the 
north against the south. The country 
was treated to a remarkable exhibition 
yesterday, in the speech of Senator Ed- 
munds, who was the legal adviser of 
the Republican party. It was a labor- 
ed effort to impose upon the country 
that Washington, Jefferson, Madison 
and other Presidents held that they 
had the right to use troops to preserve 
peace at the polls, and that the purpose 
of the pending legislation is in conflict 
with the laws from 1789 down to 1865. 
Mr. Hill said that if the bill passed yes 
terday should become a law, it would 
only put into legal form the practice 
and usage prior to 1865. This is all 
the Democratic party desire.

WASHINGTON, D. C, May 10.—The 


Democrats are much concerned al the 
political situation. The sentiments ol 
the managing men among them were 
pretty well expressed at a breakfast 
party here this morning, which was at- 
tended by a number of Republican and 
Democratic senators. The Democrats 
expressed the opinion that congress 
would hasten and finish the business 
before it certainly before the 1st ol 
June. They believe that the extra ses- 
sion has done the party no good, and 
that it was a bad piece of business.— 
The Democrats are making nothing by 
it. If the Military-Interference bill is 
vetoed, they will immediately pass the 
Army bill without the political amend 
ments, and the political amendments 
may possibly be stricken from the Leg- 
islative bill, and the contest be aban- 
doned and an appeal be taken, as was 
suggested in the Democratio>cancns, to 
the people. One of the propositions 
then, was that no attempt should be 
made to withhold the supplies; that an 
appeal should be taken to the people in 
the elections to be held this fall in Ohio 
and New York, and, if the elections in 
these states favored the Republicans 
the Democrats would consider that the 
views of the people were against it.— 
To what extent the Democrats are be 
coming convinced that they are losing 
ground in the north may be learnec 
from an interesting colloquy between a 
northern Democratic congressman who 
has just returned from a protracted ah 
sence, and a southern congressman.— 
The northern congressman was dispose* 
to be conservative in his views. Upon 
being asked by his southern colleague 
what the prospects of the Democratic 
party were in the north, the northern 
congressman replied: "Take the state 
of Massachusetts. 
The Republicans 


will carry that state by an increase* 
and overwhelming majority this year— 
by 60,000; yes, by 100,000—and noth 
ing can stow them."

GAME TO THE LAST. 


The OeWitt Supervisor who Gave Up 


his Liberty for the Hood of 


his Constituent*. 


Sometime last February N. W. Barnett, 


the then supervisor of Barnett township, 
DeWitt county, refused to sign some 
bonds iu favor of the Illinois Midland 
Railway. The courts considered bis re- 
fusal contemptuous, and he was promptly 
landed in the wretched bastile of Sanga- 
mon county. Here he has languished for 
the past four months, and nearly every 
voter and mauy ladies of Barnelt town- 
ship have visited him iu his cell, applaud- 
ing bis action and encouraging him to hold 
out faithfully to the end. On Friday last 
ha was visited by bis wife, who brought 
him the cheering intelligence that his 
fellow-citizens of Barnetl township had 
not only provided for all the wants of the 
family, and cared for his stock, but bad 
ploughed and planted all his crop land, 
repaired his fences, and, iu short, put his 
farm in even belter condition than when 
he left it.

said we could depend on good crops if 
the rain had held off for a week or two 
longer. 
Our rains here are not like tho 


Illinois rains—drizzling and damp. The 
roads seldom get muddy. 
It rains very 


hard for a few hours, and the roads are 
good next day. 


Decatur people know very little alout 


the emigration west; of course they 
read, but seeing is better. From five 
to eight trains with from three to '.en 
passenger coaches pass through Lamed 
every day, and usually so crowded that 
many have to staud up—and then often 
a car full of colored individuals hitched 
on behind. So it goes, day in and day 
out. 


One great attraction of Larned is 


Bismarck grove, a beautiful forest,kept 
in fine order by the K. P. II. K. Co., 
for picnics, camp-meetings, etc. The 
20th of this month the state troops and 
military companies meet here to try 
their skill at shooting, drilling, etc. 
Next month the State Holiness camp- 
meeting and State Temperance camp, 
meeting take place at Bismarck's grove. 
Decatur folks should coiae out and see 
our beautiful city. 


The most important event of late, 


however, in the beautiful stale of Kan- 
sas happened last night about 10 o'clock 
(May Sth). 
The doctor called around 


to see us, and when he went away he 
left a very fine boy with us. 
So, you 


see, Kansas won't be beat by any other 
state in improvements generally.
